them. Mostly, in the group were 
newspapermen—a Life Magazine 
correspondent; a New York Times 
man, and three of us making up 
a committee for the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors, Wil- 
bur Forrest of the Herald Tribune, 
Carl Ackerman, then dean of the 
Columbia School of Journalism, 
and I. There were embassy staff 
members and a U.S. courier, his 
dispatch bag always in his hand. 


The aircraft filled with Rus- 
sians. Up front, in the cabin, 
were two auxiliary gasoline tanks. 
Baggage was piled down the aisle. 
There were no safety belts. The 
pilot, a middle-aged man of ami- 
able face, taxied to the head of 
the strip and took off with a great, 
gunned roar of engines. He kept 
her nose up for a quick climb 
through a 13,000-foot pass in the 
Elburz Mountains and soon below 
us was the dim outline of the 
Caspian Sea. We seemed hardly 
on the way before the aircraft was 
banked and slipped into a tight 
turn for a landing at Baku. Uni- 
formed girls, sturdy and capable, 
drove the bus, handled the bag- 
gage, took us to customs where 
other young women examined the 
baggage, served us tea, and took 
us back to the aircraft. 


Quick Take-Off 


Again the quick take-off, the 
hurried climb, and then below us 
were the snowed-in plains, the 
small villages lonely and seem- 
ingly deserted. A Russian sat on 
one of the auxiliary tanks smok- 
int a cigaret. One of the sleeve- 
pullers among us took the arm of 
a young army man who seemed 
to be a steward, and pointed to- 
ward the smoker. The steward 
beamed happily and nodded af- 
firmatively. ‘“‘Boom!”’ he said, 
smiling, and went about his 
business. 


The pilot came back, leaving 
the job to a younger one. Through 
one of the U.S. Embassy staff who 
spoke Russian we mentioned, 
smiling, the quick, fast-climbing 
take-offs. 


“Tell him,”’ he said to the em- 
bassy man, “‘not to worry. I have 
never lost a foreigner yet.” 


The Rusians seated about us, 
listening, laughed and nodded, 


smiling with enjoyment over the 
joke. We were allies then against | 
Germany. 


The weather, the pilot said, was 
growing worse. There were no 
radio direction beams. He was 
flying visually. We would stop at 
Stalingrad. 


We came down in the dusk on 
a strip in the ice, swept clean of 
snow. A bitter wind blew. Uni- 
formed girls, in heavy coats and 
felt boots, carrying rifles with 
long, keen bayonets affixed, 
guarded the planes. 


Small Building 


There was a small new build- 
ing, reeking of an acrid plaster 
sinell. It was 12 below zero. We 
were not expected. The snow had 
been so heavy it had been impos- 
ible to travel the four miles in to 
Stalingrad, which we had seen 
stretched along the frozen Don. 


There was not much food, but 
we would all share it. There was 
steaming cabbage soup, large 
bowls of red caviar, and black 
bread and tea. Six of us slept in 
one room and two more were in 
the dining room. 


The next day the blizzard blew 
harder. We drank tea, talked and 
waited. 


On the third day we took a brief 
walk. All about us were acres of 
the- wreckage of war-battered 
tanks, gliders, aircraft, huge can- 
non and small, vehicles of many 
kinds. All showed signs of the 
shattering battle and siege in 
which the Germans had been 
turned back. 


The fourth. day we got out, the 
wash of wind from the propellers 
throwing clouds of snow behind us. 

Below us were the frozer. plains, 
the lonely, isolated villages in the 
wilderness of snow. And then, in 
the fourth hour, Moscow was on 
the horizon and we came down 
on another ice-covered strip to 
hurry, head down against the 
wind, across the field to the light- 
ed terminal . . . where we heard 
the war news was good. The-Ger.

Escapees 


2 Desperadoes 
Are Captured

BUFORD — Nearly 140 armed 
lawmen tracked six escapees from 
the Buford Rock Quarry Prison 
for 10 scorching hours Wednesday 
and far in the night, but still 
there were only two desperadoes 
in the law’s hand and four in the 
Gwinnett County bush. 


Col. W. L. Conner, deputy com- 
mander of the State Patrol, said 
late Wednesday that troopers from 
four north Georgia patrol stations 
would throw up road blockades 
around a 500-acre rectangle in 
which the four “‘tough and dan- 
gerous” prisoners still at large 
were believed to be cornered. 


OVERPOWERED GUARD 


The six convicts made their 
desperate dash for freedom from 
Georgia’s prison for incorrigibles 
about 9 a.m. Wednesday when 
they overpowered Quarry Guard 
L. C. Rowe, grabbed his .12-gauge 
shotgun and .38-caliber revolver 
and commandeered a passing 
pickup truck from Jack Lawson, 
34, a Buford meat man. 


The truck wrecked about two 
miles west of the quarry and the 
desperadoes fled on foot into the 
densely wooded countryside. 


Lawmen quickly ran down two 
of the escapees who were listed 
as Paul Crane, 42, a convicted 


torture slayer with lengthy record 


as a jail-break specialist, and 
Cilfford LeRoy Brummett, 21, of 
Lenoir City, Tenn. 


HAVE WEAPONS 


Quarry Warden Hubert Smith, 
who took command of the massive 
manhunt, warned that the four 
convicts still uncaptured have the 
shotgun and revolver snatched 
from Guard Rowe. 


Smith said the convicts caught 
Rowe off guard as he was taking 
them to a rock-loading detail, 
tossed sand and gravel in his 
eyes and overpowered him. 


At least three of the escapees 
were identified as members of 
the prison group that staged a 
“sit<lown strike” at Reidsville 
State Prison recently, a move 
that resulted in the transfer of 
a number of “strikers” to the 
“escape-proof’”” maximum - secur- 
ity prison at Buford.

one hour and 19 minutes after 

Delta Air Lines’ first new DC8 
shot off a Miami runway. 


Arrival of the sleek $5 million | 
giant jetliner in Atlanta ended a 
3,095-mile flight which included | 
setting a new transcontinental | 
speed run of 4 hours, 43 minutes, 
11 seconds from Long Beach, 
Calif., to Miami. 


The 119-passenger, four-engine 
jet covered that 2,497-mile leg 
of the trip from Douglas Air- 
craft’s plant at an average speed 
of 530 miles an hour. 


It spanned the 598 miles be- 
tween Miami and Atlanta at an 
average of 450 miles an hour. 


Here hundreds of onlookers 
caught their first glimpse of the | 
new craft that soon will be mak; 
ing scheduled flights from At-| 
lanta to a half-dozen other cities 
as Delta President C. E. Wool- 
man grinned a welcome to the 
pilots. 


Capt. T. B. Ball, superintendent 
of flight operations, and Capt. 
James H. Longino, assistant base 
chief pilot, both of Atlanta, nosed 
the high-flying DC8 snugly into 
its special new second-story un- 
leading platform. 


Woolman said Delta hopes to. 
have the first of its new jet fleet | 
in scheduled operation by Sept. 
18, but noted that this will depend 
on how soon government inspec- 
tors certify its airworthiness. 


Delta expects to have all six | 
of its ordered DC8s in operation 
by Nov. 1. 


The big swept-wing airship, its 
tail towering more than 40 feet 
above the ground, is a far cry 
from the first passenger plane 
with which Delta inaugurated 
service here in June, 1929. 


The tiny Travelaire of 30 years 
ago cost a mere $9,500, seated 
only nine passengers and had 
a wingspan almost equal to the 
tail-fin span of the DC8.

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Nixon Journey Is 
In Quest of Peace 


Vice President Nixon left for Moscow 
last night with the eyes of the world 
turned hopefully upon him. As the high- 
ést ranking American official to visit 
the Soviet Union since President Roose- 
velt journeyed to Yalta 15 years ago, his 
trip could be historic. 

The vice president, of course, is not 
émpowered to make commitments for his 
country. He can make clear, however, 
that the current Soviet campaign of 
threats, bluster and cajolement cannot 
and will not intimidate this nation into 
making concessions paving the way for 
Soviet world domination. 


Nixon will arrive in Moscow in the 
midst of a renewed campaign of Soviet 
intransigence and anti-American propa- 
ganda. The two conferences at Geneva 
—the foreign ministers’ talks on Germany 
and the negotiations for nuclear test 
bans—are stalled. The West has made 
concession after concession at both with- 
out the slightest bending in Moscow. 


President Eisenhower is right in con- 
cluding that a summit conference on 
strictly Russian terms is out of the ques- 
tion. We cannot go to any meeting with 
hat in hand, begging for agreements on 
Russian terms. Neither can we go to 
such a meeting under Khrushchev’s as- 
sumption he now holds the balance of 
power, 

Nixon’s trip thus becomes the nearest 
thing to a summit meeting we are likely 
to see in the near future. If his appear- 
ance at the U.S, Trade Fair—which has 
been smeared by Russian official propa- 
ganda—can give the Russian people a 
better understanding of this country and 
its objectives, a constructive goal will 
have been reached. 

Nixon, of course, will convey to 
Khrushchev in their meeting Sunday the 
official stand of the President, speaking 
for the United States. Presumably he 
‘will have the official answer to Khrush- 
chev’s threats, If he can convince the 
Soviet leader that this country has no 
intention of being intimidated, grounds 
may be laid for negotiations at the 
summit, 

At any rate, the vice president be- 
comes the focus of attention in the eyes 
of the free world as well as of the Soviet 
Union, His journey as a salesman and 
top statesman of the West is historic and 
will have great bearing upon the future. 

All his fellow citizens, all free peoples 
everywhere wish him well in his difficult 
mission of trying to break through the 
iron walls of deceit, mistrust and threats 
of world destruction.

Senate Was Off Base 
In Its GI Benefits Bill 


Extension of wartime GI benefits to 
peacetime servicemen, as provided in a 
bill which the Senate passed Tuesday, 
is unjustified and unfeasible.

Ewan Clague, commissioner of 
labor statistics, said the increase 
“is not a sign that the index is 
about to take off’’ after .its year 
of stability. Calling the rise sea- 
sonal, he predicted prices would 
show little change in July and 
would decline seasonally in Au- 
gust. / 


The June index was 124.5, with 
average prices for the years 1947- 
50 taken as 100. May was 124.0. 
The jump in June was the biggest 
since March 1958 and was the only 
significant increase over that pe- 
riod. 


In Atlanta, the Consumer Price

What shall we have for dinner? 
Generally this question means 
“what kind of meat?’ 


Beef and pork supply around 
20 per cent of the total fats and 
close to half of the saturated 
fatty acids in the usual Ameri- 
can diet at present. 

Chicken, veal, lamb, and the 
“variety” meats and sausages 
add to the total. Obviously, then, 
these foods pose a major prob- 
lem. 

Beef is our most popular 
tmeat, and the most expensive 
grades of beef are the fattest. 
The top grade—and price—goes 
to beef so diffusely marbled 
with fat that it defies trimming 
to produce really lean meat. 


Cut for cut, pork tends to be 
a little fatter than beef, but 
pork fat also tends to be a little 
less highly saturated. 


IDEAL PIG 


The ideal pig, we think, would 
go to market at perhaps 180 
pounds—with such fat as it has 
in it being twice as high in lino- 
letic acid as in the usual pig. 

Mutton and lamb are also fat 
meats, and the fat in them is at 
least as highly saturated as in 
beef or pork. 


There is no special virtue in 
substituting these meats except 
that, because of the Price, the 
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usual serving of spring lamb is 
smaller than beef or pork serv- 
ings. 

Chicken is different. 


Chicken contains much less 
fat, especially if the birds are 
young. 

The white meat is particular- 
ly lean, but even the dark meat 
is not very fatty. Moreover, 
chicken fat is much less fully 
saturated than the fat of the 
more common meat mammals. 

We can give a blessing to all 
poultry except fat domestic 
geese. The wild varieties are 
much less fat. Young. turkey 
¢€an be recommended in reason- 
able amounts and, like chicken, 
it is now much cheaper than 
formerly. 

Pheasant is excellent. 

With all meats and poultry 
the method of cooking has an 
important effect on the amount 
and kind of fat actually eaten. 

Broiling or roasting, and dis- 
carding the fat that cooks out, 
will much reduce the amount 
of fat that goes into the mouth. 
If the product prepared in this 
way is too dry, baste and serve 
with low fat sauces or sauces 
made with vegetable oil. 


ALTERNATIVES 


The “‘variety meats” and sau- 
gages offer alternatives to the 
usual muscle meats. Most sau- 
Sages are made from scraps 
and fat trimmings, so it is not 
surprising that they tend to be 
extremely fat. 

Pork links and country-style 
pork sausage are so fat as to be 
intolerable in any diet that pre- 
tends to be restricted in fat. 
Even frankfurters, Vienna sau- 
Sage and “baloney’’ must be 
classed as very fat meats and 
should be used only in small 
quantities. 

The more highly spiced and 
smoked sausages are so flavor- 
ful, however, that a little goes 
a long way and they are useful 
in the diet. 

Salami and smoked summer 
pausage, for example, can be 
sliced paper thin for sandwich- 
es or small bits can be incor- 
jorated in casserole dishes in 
which almost all of the calories 
wre provided from vegetable 
sources. 


Bratwurst and Polish sausage 
give satisfaction in relatively 
‘small amounts, and when these 
are broiled they lose a great 
“deal of fat. 


Drain them briefly on paper 
towels after broiling. 


Liver is the most popular of 
«the variety meats and is a rich 
“source of vitamins and of high 
.quality protein. Moreover, liver 
is usually not very fat — less 
"fat than the ordinary steak cut 
»from the same animal — and 
‘the fat it contains is less high- 
. ly ‘saturated. 


We recommend the frequent 
‘use of liver in the diet, several 
» times a month at least. 

A fourth of a pound makes an 
+ abundant serving. 

Next to liver we rate heart 
« among the “variety meats.” The 
‘fat content is not high, modest 
"amounts give satiety, and the 
- nutritional quality is very good.

Much of what we have said not, in our opinion, after a reg- 


about liver and heart applies to 
kidneys — high nutritional qual- 
ity, not very much fat, fat less 
saturated than the muscle meat 
of the same animal, satisfaction 
with modest portions. 

The easiest and surest way to 
reduce the meat fat in the diet 
is to reduce the size of the por- 
tions, and this also helps to keep 
the total calories of the diet 
within bounds. 


The large servings of meat 
now common in the United 
States are needed only when the 
rest of the meal is poorly de- 
signed and prepared. 


Huge servings of meat are 
poor substitutes for good 
cookery. 


REDUCE MEAT FAT 


However, when a man can only 
count on good meat and a pros- 
pect of nothing but a cloying 
sweet to follow, he will fill up on 
meat if he can. 


Make the accompanying items 
of food as tasty as possible, 
offer them in generous amount, 
and the meat consumption will 
decrease. 


We do not advise removal of 
meats from the diet. But we 
insist that complete eating satis- 
faction can be obtained with 
only moderate amounts of meat 
by intelligent menu planning 
and more attention to the art of 
cookery. 


A diet developed in this way 
will not only be better in regard 
to fats and calories; it also will 
be more interesting in the long 
run. 


Both the dieter and the gour- 
met cannot do better than te 
close a good meal with a bowl 
of fruit. 


Nothing beats the finest of 
really fresh fruits, but a com- 
pote or baked fruits are pleas- 
ant alternatives. 


Most fruits can stand a good 
deal of storage in the cold be- 
fore they are obviously spoiled, 
but they lose flavor along the 
way. Moreover, the texture of 
tree-ripened fruit is usually su- 
perior to that of fruits picked 
green and ripened in storage. 


NOT 80 SENSITIVE 


Fortunately, citrus fruits, 
many varieties of apples, and 
some pears are not so sensitive 
to storage. 

Pay a good price for your ap- 
ples, store them in a cool but 
not icy place, and do not expect 
that they will last from Thanks- 
giving until late spring. 

If they are good eating apples 
they will disappear fast enough 
anyway. 

We should mention also baked 
fresh fruits. Have you tried 
baked pears, grapefruit, 
peaches? Fresh cherries and 
plums are also good baked. 


Prolonged baking is unneces- 
sary for any of these ripe fruits 
—just enough to heat through is 
usually about right, and they 
should go straight from the oven 
to the table. 


Various flavorings, chosen ac- 
cording to the fruit, can be add- 
ed. These include brown sugar, 
honey, nutmeg, and cinnamon. 

In general there should be 
enough liquid, including that 
from the fruit itself, to make a 
thin syrup. 

There is no problem of fat 
with any ordinary fruits. 


Nuts, on the other hand, are 
very fatty, so they add up to 
many calories if you eat them 
by the handful. 


Moderation is prompted by 
having to do your own shelling, 
and anyway the flavor is better 
Straight from the shell. 

Nuts in the shell and dried 
fruits make fine combinations 


for the end of the meal and 
after. 


Pudding embraces almost as | 


much variety as does ‘‘soup.”’ 


Hot steamed puddings of the 
English type are solid fare for 
the non-dieter, and they need 
not be overly heavy in saturat- 
ed fats. 


Fruit puddings of the Scandi- 
navian type, made of fruit juices 
with a little cornstarch, are en- 
joyed by most people and they 
pose no fat problem. 


SAME CLASS 


Jello and similar - puddings 
made with gelatine, with or 
without cut-up fruit in them, 
are in the same class. Al- 
monds, filberts, or walnuts, in 
fairly big pieces, contribute both 
flavor and texture interest. 

Milk puddings and custards 
are apt to raise the fat question 
but they are allowable occa- 
sionally, so long as they are not 
made. with cream and are 
served in moderate or small 
portions, 


Rice and bread puddings are 
even more acceptable, with the 
same restriction about cream. 
’ Use recipes that call for much 
milk which is slowly cooked 


down to small bulk for fine.

A sherbet or water ice is ac- 
ceptable in regard to fat, so if 
you like them for dessert go 
ahead. 


Ordinary ice cream is just 
too rich in calories and fats to 
be recommended except for 
children and occasionally dur- 
ing illness when it may be dif- 
ficult to eat much of anything 
else full of calories. 


If you must have ice cream, 
serve small portions accompa- 
nied by low fat cake or fruit.

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There’s nothing that heartens me like a nice 
stout proverb to bolster up some weakness of 
mine. Heaven knows they're hard enough come 
by, too. Wise old sayings are always on the 
side of thrift, industry and virtue. But when 
I have lucked into one, such as “Genius is ever 
untidy,” I have hugged it to my heart ip 
thanksgiving. 


That’s why it was such a blow to me to 
learn recently that illegible handwriting is not 
also a sign of greatness. I always figured my 
lunspish scrawl with its teetering capitals and 
hobtailed endings was a sure indication that my 
mind was on loftier things and that I might 
just possibly become President of the United 
States. 


Robert O’Brien, writing in The Saturday Re- 
view recently, certainly blew that theory sky 
high. George Washington, he reported, wrote 
“immaculate script’ which bespoke “the gen- 
tleman, full of courtesy and grace ... every 
letter beautifully formed, unmistakably clear.” 
Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, Harry Truman and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower all obviously studied penmanship 
in school. 


Mark Twain and Albert Schweitzer produced 
legible letters. (The Twain sample quoted just 
happened to be a sort of proverb which might 
turn out later to be useful. “Be good,”’ he wrote. 
“You will be lonesome.’’) 


There have been famous people whose hand- 
writing was totally unfathomable but they 
have no corner on illegibility, I was grieved to 
learn. Mr. O’Brien pointed out that an esti- 
mated million letters wind up in the dead let- 
ter office each year because of poorly written 
addresses and most of 400,000 federal income 
tax refufids, totalling millions of dollars, were 
delayed in the spring of 1958 because personnel 
couldn't decipher the names and addresses of 
the claimants.

you are a busy person with a fine disregard for 
the mechanics of writing, your penmanship may 
reveal you as an egotistical slob who is incon- 
siderate of others. At least that’s what some 
of the graphologists say. 

Regular, steady handwriting, Mr. O’Brien re- 
ports, indicates a person of strong will. A strag- 
gling hand—a moody, fickle person. Rounded 
letters—generous and sympathetic person. Sharp 
and pointed—set in your ways, intolerant. Tilt- 
ing sharply to the left—repressed and introverted. 
Leoning sharply to the right—affectionate, out- 
going. 

A psychologist, getting his two cents worth in, 
suggested that a person who took care to write 
more clearly might find himself “acting more 
courteously at home, in your job, on the high- 
way.” 


Which leaves all us coon track writers three 
choices. We can either take up penmanship, use 
a typewriter or be careful not to write to 
graphologists and psychologists. 


If you decide you want to write more legibly 
you don’t need to be afraid you'll strip your 
handwriting of its individuality. 


“So long as you do not slavishly copy the 
script of handwriting manuals,” says Mr. 
O’Brien, “it will remain as uniquely yours as 
your fingerprints.” 


He suggests a book, ‘‘Handwriting Today’’, 
drafted by a group of New Englanders seeking 
remedial action in 150 public schools. But even 
without the book a little conscious effort will 
help, Mr. O’Brien concludes, quoting Lewis 
Mumford as saying, ‘Handwriting is an art 
open to any amateur for the delight he gets 
from it himself and the further pleasure he 
gives to others,”’

Bill Street, our host for the day, 
injected the ‘‘chance per mile 
driven to lake (with and without 
rainstorm)’’ idea. Bill was driving 
through a heavy rain at the time. 


Envisioning a partnership in a 
statistical bureau that can tell 
you how, when, where, what lure, 
etc., I collected some _ data 
Wednesday morning. 


Clovis Thrasher, an engineer 
for the Georgia Power Co., says 
there are 107 billion, 600 million 
gallons of water in Lake Sinclair, 
give or take a few quarts. 


That is one figure that was 
puzzling Dean Archie when we 
parted Tuesday night. 


Howard Zeller, fisheries biolo- 
gist for the Georgia Game and 
Fish Commission, says population 
studies made in Georgia lakes in- 
dicate there are 100 pounds of fish 
per acre, generally speaking. 


Zeller has more thorough statis- 
tics taken from actual studies on 
Allatoona, Lanier and Clark Hill. 


For instance, at Lanier in 1957 
it took firshermen an average of 
100 hours each to catch one bass. 


At Clark Hill in 1958 there was 
a yield per hour of .15 bass. I 
didn’t tell Zeller, but that figure 
won't hold water with my boss, 
Jesse Outlar. Jesse caught a six 
and three-quarter pound bass at 
Clark Hill the first 30 minutes he’d 
fished in 15 years and still insists 
‘“there’s nothing to. fishing.’’ 


Zeller has more statistics, but 
they were so discouraging I 
won’t repeat them. 


At any rate the dean has some 
figures for a start. 


Why Dr. Archie ever began 
mulling this mathematical chance 
business has been puzzling me. 
He goes fishing every chance he 
gets and surely must come home 
empty-handed once in a _ while. 
But on this trip he had been the 
winner. 


The day’s scoreboard read like 
this: Archie, one largemouth bass, 
one white bass; Street, one large- 
mouth bass and a severe hook in- 
jury to one finger; Greason, one 
jack fish; Carson, a most enjoy- 
able day.

HOLD THAT LINE -- IT’S A CATFISH!

In one of his recent interesting handouts, Buck Rogers of Out- 
doors, Inc., stated that “if a man could pick exactly the right 
time to go catfishing,” he'd take a “rising river and plenty of 
mud.”’ , 


To a degree, Buck is right, but only to a de- 
gree. I remember the first string of catfish I 
ever caught. I don’t even recall whether I'd 
made my debut into the first grade, but it was 
about that time. We lived at Oxford and Dried 
Indian Creek ran less than half a mile behind the 
house. I spent all of my spare time—though I’m 
not sure now what I considered “spare time”’— 
on that creek, fishing bream and creek minnows 
out of the holes. 


Late one afternoon I was perched on the 
shady side of a hole, watching my float, when 
an old Negro angler came down the creek. He 
told me that catfish bit best right at dark, and that a good way 
to make them hungry was to kick through the shallow water above 
the hole and muddy the creek. He took off his shoes and britches 
and demonstrated, and then we sat on the bank until complete 
blackness, and caught the doggonest string of six- and eight-inch 
mud cats you ever saw.

I was so proud of the string that he gave me all the fish. I 
hauled my string back through the middle of Oxford and discov- 
ered that instead of getting a hero’s welcome, as I expected, the 
good citizens were organizing a party to drag the creek for my 
remains. 


It wasn’t until I discovered that a catfish would go for arti- 
ficial lures as well as something it could eat, that I began to ap- 
preciate him as a game fish. I’ve taken cats in trout waters on 
artificial flies and in salt water when I was dragging a spoon slow 
and on the bottom for channel bass. I’ve caught them on rocky 
underwater ledges, as well as off the sand and mud. 


My last two reasonably large channel cats came out of Sin- 
clair Lake. When I was with Jim Carson, a cat clobbered my 
bright spoon and swung to the end of an 8-pound monofilament line. 
There wasn’t much I could do but hold on and let him swim. Bass 
were hitting into shad minnows within casting distance of our boat,

and Jim was getting a strike on every cast, and there I was, stuck | 


with the big cat. We finally got him in, and he pulled the scales 
down to 14 pounds. By then, the bass had moved on. 


The one before that was when Kayte and I found a school of 
bass at the end of a long point. I don’t know whether this applies 
to other lakes, but at Sinclair, when a channel cat tries to knock 
the rod out of your hands, you can just about figure there’s a 
school of bass around. Miss Kayte and I had found the school and 
put three of the jumpingest largemouths I ever saw on the 
stringer. 


They weighed between 5 and 6 pounds. There was every indi- 
cation that we were in for a great afternoon when this catfish 
tried to jar me out of the boat. Then he turned and swam slowly 
toward the center of the lake, taking line over the six-pound drag 
as easily as if I'd had the bail open. 


“It’s either a big cat,’’ I said, ‘‘or the largest largemouth in 
the lake.”’ 


I would have cut my line and let the channel cat go, but I 
hadn’t seen it and was not altogether sure I didn’t have that rec- 
ord bass. So I held on. For 15 minutes he kept his dogged caudal 
fin pointed toward the boat, then slowly began to tire. I finally 
got him close enough and Kayte put the net around him. She 
couldn’t even lift the net full of fish over the side of the boat. That 
one weighed 1942 pounds. Like the fish with Jim, it cost me some 
dramatic action with the bass.
